This Office Action is in response to the Appeal Brief filed April 24, 2003. 



Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-14 and 29-42 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
of record does not disclose, make obvious, or otherwise suggest the structure of the 
applicant's together with the other limitations of the independent claims, in particular "a 
first damascene conductive wire/stud having a lower portion in the first insulative layer 
and an upper portion above the first insulative layer; a subtractive etch metallic cap on 
the upper portion of the first damascene conductive wire/stud and in conductive contact 
with the first damascene conductive wire/stud; a second insulative layer on the first 
insulative layer, wherein the second insulative layer covers the subtractive etch metallic 
cap; and a damascene conductive wiring line structure within the second insulative layer 
such that the damascene conductive wiring line structure is above the subtractive etch 
metallic cap and is conductively coupled to the subtractive etch metallic cap". The 
dependent claims being further limiting and definite are also allowable.
